Directions 
for treating grain may be found im 
numerous bulletins and circulars on 
the subject. But there ‘s good rea- 
son to believe that much of the grain 
which is placed im seed drills 's care 
lessly treated or not treated at all. 
In fact many farmers consider grain 
to be adéquately “treated” when a 
little full strength formalin has been 
poured into the top of the sack. 
Such treatment is worse than use- 
less; it is a waste of money.
